All the hot arguments about 
world states, sovereignty , dignity , 
post­ 
war policy and 
entangling alliances boil 
down 
to this: What is the 
point (of ob­ 
vious intent as well as of geography ) be­ 
y ond which another 
nation may not pro­ 
ceed without endangering 
our peace and 
safety ? 
Certainly 
we all agree 
that this point 
must 
be settled. All 
of us. ex cept for 
a 
subversive 
handful, are 
for 
“ America 
first," to 
use the 
broadest 
sense of 
a 
much-abused term. The question is, where 
does the 
danger commence? Is it on our 
own 
borders, or 
is it any where 
in 
the 
world? Are we against 
war in principle. 
or only as it threatens us? 
To 
outsiders the question 
would seem 
settled already . The administration, both 
houses of 
congress, and 
the Republican 
Post-War 
Advisory Council 
are all 
on 
record 
as favoring an international 
co­ 
operative 
organization of 
some sort 
to 
maintain peace 
after the war. Rut a siz­ 
able body of our 
citizens seems unsy m­ 
pathetic with these general agreements. 
Perhaps 
a definition of terms 
would 
help toward understanding. Take the word 
“ sovereignty ,’’ as 
Sen. 
Warren 
Austin. 
Vermont Republican, did in a 
speech be­ 
fore the American Bar Association. 
“ If the legality fog 
caused by conflict­ 
ing conception of the word ‘foverignty ,* ” 
he said, “ could 
be dissolved by 
the sun­ 
light of reason, a seeming obstacle to the 
joining of nations as 
friends would dis­ 
appear.” 
He defined 
the “ most imperative func­ 
tion” o f so vereignty as “ such ex ercise o f 
it as will establish 
security , in which the 
virtues and energies o f 
the people can be 
freely develo ped and ex pressed.” 
He 
cited o ur ex isting 
treaties, unions 
and 
agreements as 
evidence 
that sover­ 
eignly is no t surrendered. And he called 
the jo ining o f an international organiza­ 
tio n to banish war and maintain peace “ a 
co nstructive ex ercise of sovereignty , not 
a lo ss o f so vereignty .” 
A little more such 
precise and temper­ 
ate discussio n might show us that Amer­ 
icans aren't 
so divided 
on 
policies after 
all.

The 
bo dy temperature remains fro m

in individual cases was co nsider­ 
able. So me wo men breathed as 
slo w as 5 breaths a minute and 
so me as fast as 32.

Any reco rd o ut o f the 
range 98 to 99 is an indicatio n o f 
so me tro uble. Babies and children 
are mo re subject V temperature 
changes than adults?* 
So to o the pulse keeps a steady 
grind in health. Ninety -nine per 
cent o f adults have a pulse rate 
o f 72 a minute in health. Children 
are o ften a little higher. The o ne 
per cent o f the po pulatio n no t in­ 
cluded in the abo ve estimates may 
have a naturally slo w, o r a natur­ 
ally high pulse, but the extreme 
variatio ns are no t bey o nd 60 and 
IOO. 
Changes in Pulse 
The pulse is, o f co urse, no tably 
mo re easily upset by phy sio lo gical 
variatio ns than the bo dily temper­ 
ature— any ex ertio n will do it, 
simply the respo nse o f the heart 
to the necessity o f the tissues fo r 
mo re o xy gen when bo dily exertio n 
is begun. Ano ther indicato r abo ut 
the pulse is its rhy thm. In health 
with remarkable co nsistency in 
different individuals it is regular. 
The respiratio n—rate and depth 
and regularity o f breathing — is 
ano ther fundamental bo dy func­ 
tio n that tells us much. But it is 
no t nearly so well standardized as 
bo dy temperature o r pulse. By 
that I mean there is mo re variatio n 
in the respiratio ns between indi 
viduals. I have been interested in 
the repo rts o n the breathing pat 
tem made by Dr. L. J. Caughey , 
Jr., o f Co lumbia University . 
Dr. Caughey made an analy sis 
o f 500 wo men and 200 men. As to 
rate o f breathing he fo und the 
average o f the wo men was 14.6 
breaths per minute and the men 


Depth of Breathing 
Depth o f breathing is abo ut ll 
per cent o f the estimated vital ca­ 
pacity in bo th sexes, but this var­ 
ied in different individuals fro m 5 
to 25. 
In many peo ple there is a de­ 
mo nstrable pause after all the 
breath ha? been expelled befo re 
the nex t inspiratio n has begun. 
But this is by no means universal, 
being absent in 41 per cent o f 
wo men and 52 per cent o f men. 
Breathing is interrupted by 
sigh? o r swallo wing in abo ut half 
o f all, 65 per cent o f wo men sigh­ 
ing o nce to seven times a minute. 
We all swallo w abo ut o nce a min­ 
ute. 
Irregular Breathing 
Irregular breathing is co mmo n­ 
er than regular by twice as much. 
Six ty -fo ur per cent o f w’o men and 
70 per cent o f men breath irregu­ 
larly , ho ld the breath at times in 
pauses whether awake o r asleep. 
So do n't w’o rry to o much if when 
watching so meo ne y o u lo ve while 
asleep, the breathing is irregular. 
A co mmo n sy mpto m with nerv­ 
o us peo ple is a feeling o f inability 
to get air clear to the bo tto m o f 
the lungs. It do esn’t mean any ­ 
thing in mo st cases, but it results 
in a habit o f taking lo ng breaths 
and sighing w’hich may lead to 
so me 
phy sio lo gical 
mal-adjust- 
mcnt. By co ncentrating the effo rt 
o n increasing the depth o f inspi­ 
ratio n there is an unsatisfacto ry 
empty ing o f the lungs during ex­ 
piratio n. As a result the vo lume 
o f residual air is increased, the 
amo unt o f air which can be taken 
into the lungs even with maximal 
muscular effo rt is reduced, muscle 
so reness is aggravated ^nd the 
feeling o f inability to take a deep 
breath is intensified. These peo ­ 
ple create a vicio us circle in them­ 
selves.
